the history of aviation through 
the years up until the present 
time of the world famous Clip- 
per Ship. 

Just as time marches on, so does 
the accompanying slang of the 
day. The exclamation ‘‘ Hot 
Dog!’’ was entirely in order in 
1926. It is now as obsolete as a 
hatpin in a lady’s budoir. 

You can say ‘‘Some fun, eh 
kid?’’? today, but you probably 
wouldn’t have said it in 1926. It 
hadn’t been discovered as a snap- 
py retort in those days. 

Sorting out the right slang 
phrases for use by members of 
the cast of ‘‘China Clipper’’ was 
no easy matter. The stript writers 
and the dialogue director had to 
depend mostly on the memories of 
those around the set to supply the 
correct styles of slang in the right 
sequences of the picture. 

They found that ‘‘Whoopee,’’ 
an exclamation donating great joy, 
came along about 1928, as did 
‘Hot Stuff’? as a term for a 
young lady with plenty of sex 
appeal. Both of these phrases 
have now passed more or less out 
of the limelight. 


A ‘‘Lounge Lizard’? was a pop- 
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begins at the time Lind- 
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ular slang synonym for a young 
man addicted to the ladies in 
1926 and up to 1933. Equally 
popular as a similar term was 
“‘Drug Store Cowboy.’’ Such 
men are still around, but the 
terms have faded out of public 
speech. 


‘¢Oh you kid,’’ the stock call 


of the boys who hung out in front | 


of the pool emporium, passed from 
the public tongue quite a bit be- 
fore 1926. But in 1932 you could 
say ‘‘You wouldn’t kid me, would 
you?’’ It was quite the rage then. 


‘‘Nuts’’ or ‘‘Nertz,’’ spell it 
any way you like, came into pop- 
ularity as a big time slang ex- 
pression about 1931.

of three pictures every week in the year and is convinced 


he should know what he is talk- 
ing about. 

“The stereotyped final ‘clinch’ 
should go into the discard,” says 
Pat. “Today’s motion picture au- 
diences do not like to anticipate 
the ending. They want it to come 
upon them suddenly and leave 
them with .a thrill. 

“As it is, with the usual clinch 
ending, everybody begins to get 
up and leave the theatre three 
or four minutes before the film 
is over. As soon as your hero 
begins to look into the leading 
lady’s eyes, everyone senses that 
the embrace will soon be over 
and the newsreel will go on. They 
are very rarely disappointed.” 

Pat delivered what he believes 
to be the greatest final punch 
line ever written for an actor. 
It was during the legitimate 
stage season of 1927, and he was 
enacting a leading role in the 
highly successful play “Broad- 
way.” 

“IT was playing a hard boiled 
detective,” says Pat. “Just be- 
fore the curtain I solve a case 
which implicates a chorus girl. 





Instead of arresting her, I walk 
to the door and start out. She 
is sitting in a chair, sobbing. 
As I close the door, I say: 

“Pull yourself together, kid!” 

“T got more of a thrill out of 
that one line than I have ever 
had in another play or motion 
picture. There was no clinch, no 
tearful explanations. Just a sim- 
ple line that meant everything in 
the world to those concerned.” 

According to Pat’s observa- 
tions, today’s motion pictures are 
leaning more towards the final 
punch line than to the habitual 
clinch.

It takes the movie fans themselves to see to it that every- 
thing is technically perfect on a motion picture set these days. 
There was a time when a radio operator’s outfit for in- 
stance, could be thrown together by the property man in about 


an hour’s time. 


This gentleman of all work around a studio 


merely hunted up a few technical looking panels, a switch- 


board, several switches of differ- 
ent types and a basket full of 
tubes. These he assembled into a 
demented inventor’s dream. It 
looked swell, but it wouldn’t have 
worked. 


Today such technical equipment 
must be able to work. Film fans 
all over the world demand it. 


Hardly a day goes by at any 
of the major film plants that let- 
ters are not received pointing out 
technical errors in equipment of 
this nature. Most of them come 
from amateur and professional 
radio and electrical engineers sta- 
tioned in all parts of the world. 
Most of the letters are in the 
form of constructive criticism, 
pointing out the correct way to 
go about setting up a certain 
piece of equipment. 


In an attempt to turn out the 
perfect picture when it comes to 
the technical line, the First Na- 
tional studio employed two radio 
engineers to assemble several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of equipment 
used in the filming of the avia- 
tion pieture ‘‘China Clipper,’’ 
which comes to the .............c0008 
AMITER) Dinca 0) (ean precoder rae 


Major sequences in this film 
jump from one radio relay station 
to another, from New York and 
San Francisco to Shanghai. And 
in order to keep the fans satis- 
fied, the studio saw to it that 
every bit of radio equipment 


photographed was in actual work- 
ing order. 

This undertaking was duplic- 
ated in the arranging of technical 
and period aircraft equipment. No 
chances were taken of receiving 
a letter from a pilot in Mudville 
gloating over the fact that the 
propeller used on certain plane in 
a 1926 sequence wasn’t even de- 
signed or put into use until after 
1935.

With a truckload of photographic equipment, including 
250 flash bulbs, several reflectors, two ‘‘booster’’ lights and 
some 400 camera plates, the still photographers went out to 
Pat O’Brien’s home in Santa Monica to get some restful pic- 
tures prior to his beginning work in First National’s new air

They rolled up in front of the 
house at about nine o’clock in the 
morning. By nine-thirty the 
O’Brien front lawn looked like an 
improvised movie lot.

He’d 
felt reasonably sure the studio 
would dig up another part for 
him, but he was prepared, if they 
hadn’t, to do just as he had 
threatened — hop a train for 
3roadway. 

O’Brien had done reporter roles 
in his first four pictures, start- 
ing with the part of “Hildy 
Johnson” in the Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthur film “The 
Front Page.” He realized that he 
was rapidly becoming “typed” 
as a newspaperman. And he knew 
that to become typed in films is 
the equivalent of striking a rut 
in any other business.

“So I started fighting for it. I 
finally got it exclusively, but I 
had to lick half the kids in the 
neighborhood to do it.” 


Pat fought his way through 
grammar and high schools. His 
parents were people of moderate 
circumstances and he had to do 
all sorts of odd jobs early morn- 
ings and afternoons to keep him- 
self in clothing and to help the 
family. He kept it up even after 
he entered Marquette University 
to study law. 


He fought with brain and 
brawn on the football team, in 
his final year going through the 
Notre Dame line late in the con- 
test with the winning touchdown. 

When the war came, Pat joined 
the United States Navy, where 
he soon learned that a well-di- 
rected right to the solar plexus 
or that portion of the anatomy 
known in prize ring parlance as 
the “button,” occasionally worked 
much better than mere words. 

After the war, O’Brien decided 
law was not his field. He had 
some dramatic experience previ- 
ously, so he remained in New 
York, fought adversity for a 
couple of years and finally got a 
job in the chorus of “Adrienne,” 
a musical comedy. 

Pat was not proud of his po- 
sition in life, but he stuck it out 
until a New York newspaper 
published his picture as one of 
the handsomest men on Broad- 
way. 


Wins Hardest Battle 


That was too much for O’Brien, 
who describes himself as the “ug- 
liest mug in Hollywood.” He de- 
cided he’d had enough of being 
a chorus boy, quit and returned 
to Milwaukee and law. 

Gradually, however, he real- 
ized he was not displaying cour- 
age. He determined to fight it 
out again and returned to Broad- 
way, where he stuck, turning 
down repeated opportunities, al- 
though it sometimes meant din- 
nerless days, until what he con- 
sidered the right opportunity 
came along. He took the role of 
the heavy in “Under the ‘L’,” 
and emerged victorious in his 
bitterest battle. 

The part of “Hildy Johnson” 
in “The Front Page” sent him to 
Hollywood to play the same role 
in the film version of the play, 
and Pat has been fighting Holly- 
wood ever since.
